Ture Largest BUILDING IN THE WORLD. 
— Persons who pass hastily over the Cen- 
tral Paaitic Railroad hardly give a thought 
to the immense amount of work which lias 
been performed by the company. From 
Sueramento to the present terminus of the 
road, at Elko, the trains are once more 
run ning regularly. The immense amount 
of money and labor expended in cutting 
through mountains, opening tunnels, grad- 
ing the road and laying the track can with 
difficulty be realized by those not familiar 
with the business. Not the least of the 
eh so to be solved was that of protect- 

the track from the heavy fall of snow 
- ich were to be anticipated during the 
winter months. To obviate this diiientt y 
as far as possible the company determine 
to erect a series of sheds, or rather one 
building which should protect the road 
over the snow line. Accordingly they 
have erected a building which is doubtless 
the largest in the world. It is twenty-two 
miles in length, sixteen feet in width and 
sixteen feet in hight, not including the 
pitch of the roof. It is put up in the most 
substantial manner, all the timbers used 
being of the best quality to be obtained. 
The sides are inclosed, and were it not for 
the fact that daylight penetrates oie . 
the interstices between the board 
whole affair would be very like a hae 
tunnel. The building is Srnend together 
in a most peculiar manner, and is, in acdi- 
tion, firmly bolted to the rocks near the 
face of the cliff. Where snow-slides are to 
be feared, an extension of the roof has been 
carried to the cliffs, so that falling masses 
shall ass over the building and lodge upon 
the other side. In many places where side 
tracks are located, the building is wider 
than the figures given above.—Alia Cali- 
fornian, Feb. 26th.

ta The White Pine Silver Mines, on the 
borders of Nevada and Utah, still continue 
to attract large numbers of persons from 
all parts of the Pacific States. The excite- 
ment is rapares to exceed that which pre- 
vailed at the time of the discovery of the 
Washoe Mines.

The 
district covers fifty square miles, and al- 
ready contains three towns, the chief of 
which is called Hamilton. The silver ore 
is in the form of chlorides and sulphurets, 
and is found in flat sheets, imbedded in 
magnesian limestone.
